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| FOUR BOOKS OF TRAVEL. 


KENYA, ASHANTI, THE 
SUDAN, AND KAMCHATKA. 
LL lovers of travel books are familiar 
with the handsome series published by 
Messrs. Seeley, Service and Company. 
Not merely does the series include several 
of the most notable travel volumes of 
recent times, but every k is written 
by an eminent authority, and illustrated 
with photographs and maps. Every book 
is, in faét, the last word upon its par- 
ticular theme. Four new volumes appear 
this week. 
7 SavaGe KENYA. | 
ENYA is the newest of colonial lands, 
and the name suggests thinly-popu- 
lated uplands of fair climate, yielding, 
their virgin soil to the plough and 
promising happiness to tens of thousands 
of young settlers from Europe. Within 
its borders, however, a savage life sur- 
vives. District Commissioner Massam 
describes the Elgeyo tribe which dwells 
in mountainous reserves the asylum of a 
harried people. These are black, un- 
lovely folk, inferior in physique, and 
feebly responsive to the precepts of 
civilisation. Among them  totemism 
dominates behaviour. To have intercourse 
with a forbidden totemic group is to 
become an outcast. The women recognise 
their husband’s right to use a small cane 
upon them, but where ill-treatment is 
more serious they go home to their fathers 
and a gift of a goat or two to the old 
man may be necessary to secure the return 
of a fugitive spouse.

ie the Sudan there are equally bar- 
barous tribes, dwelling Im swamps, 
dense forests, and in desert places. These 
are described by Mr. C. W.. Domville- 
Fife, a seasoned author of travel books, 
who tells ‘‘of their manner of living, 
secret’ societies and mysterious and bar- 
baric ritee” In the territories which 
these folk inbabit ivory-raiding from the 
turbulent Abyssinian highlands is 
common. The raiders sweep down, fire 
the jungle, and shoot down the stampeded 
elephants. The natives often are forced, 
on threat of slavery, to assist the raiders— 
and often (since they are an unarmed 


race) they are victims of slavers. 


“Totemistic rites are gross, and often 
obscure in significance. At the age of 
twelve four centre teeth in the lower jaw 
are extracted with a fish spear. ‘‘I was 
told that this is to enable food to be 
scooped up on the finger and easily placed 
in the mouth; but another explanation, 
given to me by a Syrian doctor, is that it 
enables the Dinka language—a kind of 
hissing whisper—to be .more easily 
spoken.” The author himself thinks that 
the custom really is a traditional safe- 
guard against death by lockjaw, a malady 
prevalent in that country. There is a 
description of ritual orgies by moonlight, 
in which the terror culminates with the 
author’s account of his narrow escape 
from slaughter by the drunken savages— 
a piece of writing that brings home with 
shocking vividness the horror of that 
barbaric life. 

ASHANTI. 

N the other side of Africa we are 
taken among savages of a higher 
stage of development — superior in 
physique (as the splendid photographs of 
these ebony giants reveal) and in men- 
tality. District Commissioner Cardinall 
writes this “ record of a resident magis- 
trate’s many years in tropical Africa, his 
arduous and dangerous treks both in the 
course of his duty and in pursuit of big 
game, with descriptions of the people, 
their manner of living and the wonderful 
ways of beasts and insects.”” Having 
quoted this ‘‘ sub-title,” which so keenly 
whets the interest, it is almost umnneces- 
sary to say more about the book than that 
it fulfils its promise. Mr. Cardinall has, 
perhaps, a less familiar gift of narrative 
than Mr. Domville-Fife, whose book reads 
like a novel; but he tells us of a more 
interesting country. Ashanti is, economic- 
ally and politically, a land of import- 
ance. It also is a land full of romantic 
colour. Here are the young men, dancing 
their secret society dances; here are 


here are warriors, 


vanv’’ fishing, and 
pan: gc; , 
tonsures with 


cutting each  other’s 
European razors. 

Mr. Cardinal’s book is of serious 
anthropological importance. He trans- 
lates folk-lore. He tells how Ashanti 
mothers play with their babies’ toes— 
not, indeed, humming “This little pig 
went to the market,’’ but telling how the 
little toe is chief, and the big toe the 
slave that does all the work. The children 
have counting-ouf games closely similar 
to ‘‘ Eena, meena, mina, mo.” 

Among the Ashanti riddles is this: 
“ There is on the road to Dagbon, a large 
pot. Everyone who passes casts therein 
a cowrie (shell), yet the pot is never 
full.”’ ‘The answer is: “ That is the ear; 
for everyone tells it something and it 
never grows weary.”’ 

In FAR KAMCHATKA. 

SOS tropical Africa we are carried 

across a continent to bleak 
Kamchatka. Dr. Sten Bergman describes 
travels by dog sled and skis through 
hitherto almost unexplored country. His 
photographs reveal scenery of cold and 
majestic splendour, and a homely, droll, 
broad-faced people, befurred and smiling. 
Both men and women wear combination 
suits, without pockets. The houses in 
which they take refuge from snowstorms 
are built by the women only—and the 
work takes only a couple of hours: a fact 
that should be of interest to housing con- 
tractors. 

The author and his wife were enter- 
tained by the Japanese director of a 
Kamchatkan factory. He wrote “ touch- 
ingly friendly little letters in a mixture 
of English, Russian and Japanese,” and 
would follow up his invitations by send- 
ing his ‘‘ dog-express’’ for his visitors. 
Everything that “his guests praised he 
pressed upon them, and “at last we 
became almost afraid to look or point at 
anything, and we had to go home lest he 
should bestow the entire factory on us.’’ 

The expedition described was financed 
by the Swedish Geographical Society, and 
the specimens—zoological and botanical— 
collected are lodged in the Swedish 
National Museum.

ANCIENT, MEDLEVAL, AND 
MODERN. 
NE of the most valuable contributions 
to the study of Irish history made in 
recent years is Dr. Elrington Ball's study 
of the Irish. Bench, ‘‘ The Judges in Ire- 
land, 1221-1921.” Writing with the dis- 
passionate poise, the classic taste, that we 
associate with the best juristic authors, 
Dr. Ball traces the place held by the 
Bench in Irish history in six distinct, 
successive periods, with a biographical 
list of succession appended to every 
chapter, and an attempt to assess the 
services rendered by individual judges to 
the development of the law in Ireland. 
It was in 1221 that the first appoint- 
ments now known by an English Sovereign 
to judicial office in Ireland were made, 
‘“‘and it was in 1921 that the Jast appoint- 
ment to judicial office in Ireland op the 
advice of English Ministers took place."’ 
Throughout seven centuries a remarkable 
continuity distinguished the history of the 
judges in a land where little else pursued 
an unbroken path. ‘‘ The Bench began 
to be formed when Henry III. was at war 
in Ireland with the Norman barons; it 
was established in its final form after 
Edward II.’s sovereignty there had been 
threatened by the Bruces; it gained 
lengthened tenure for its members while 
the country was denuded by the Wars of 
the Roses; and it attained to a height of 
distinction under James I. after the 
Desmond and Tyrone rebellions, under 
George I. after the attempt to restore the

It is regrettable, perhaps, that Professor 
Curtis did not go farther and show why a 
great. act, done in all solemnity, re- 
mained so barren. It is no part of a 
critic’s task to supply\the answer; but it 
may be suggested without impropriety that. 
it could have been given if the editor of 
the documents had set. them in their true 
context--for example, by quotation from 
contemporary native literature. We think, 
too, that Professor Curtis, in giving these 
important documents to the public, should 
have considered readers less deeply 
learned, and should have outlined what 
may be called the time-distance differences 
between Richard’s days and ours. As we 
read these a “TY we need put our minds 
back to the Middle Ages, when Ireland 
and England were far apart, and even 
Munster was remote from Ulster.

NOTHER highly important Irish his- 
torical work is Professor Edmund 
Curtis’s new volume, which gives an 
account of Richard II.'s visit to Ireland 
in 1394-5, and reprints the Latin text of 
the submissions of the Irish lords. 
Mediwval Irish history only now is 
beginning to be understood. The texts 
here edited, which are lodged in the 
Public Record Office, London, never before 
have been made accessible to the genera! 
student. They illuminate a remarkable 
episode. Thrice in the Middle Ages the 
nglish Crown received the ceremonial 
submission of Irish princes and chieftains. 
First, Henry II., immediately after the 
invasion, received the homage of three 
provinces, although Ulster stood aloof ; 
and last, at the end of the medieval 
period, in 1541, Henry VIII. was acknow- 
ledged head of Church and State by the 
principal Irish lords. Between these two 
occasions there was the curious submission 
with which Professor Curtis has dealt. 


A century and a half after the invasion, 
the Old Irish had been brought low by 
the Anglo-Norman barons. ‘‘ A resident 
Monarchy,’ our author observes, “ would 
not, and could not, have allowed such an 
exploitation of the old proprietors; but 
the Crown in Ireland, almost alone in 
Europe, was a permanent absentee.’’ The 
fact that the barons knew no curb was 
their undoing; for the Crown that they 
flouted could not aid them when the tide 
of Irish reaction rose. Rapidly the re- 
covering clans won back much that they 
had lost.

IR BERNARD PARES, Professor of 

Russian in London University, has 
made an English translation of the 
fables of Ivan Krylov, the foremost of 
Russian fabulists. Krylov, who might be 
termed the Russian La Fontaine, was 
born in Moscow in 1768 He commenced 
to write fables when almoat middle-aged. 
and continued his literary activities up 
to the time of his death in 1844. The 
world of officialdom of his day constituted 
the chief object of his satirical thrusts: 
and, in selecting the fable as a mode of 
expression, he had in view a means of 
evading the stringencies of the censorship. 
Pushkin refuted the reactionary charge 
which was levelled at his writings. 


It is evident that Krylov was influenced | 


to some extent by the French school of 
fabulists, from whom he borrowed many 
of his subjects. In his ‘Spider and 
Gout ” he acknowledges the supremacy of 
his Gallic counterpart, and declares that, 
in the matter of fa he would trust La 
Fontaine “ blindly all the way.” Never- 
the Krylov has a certain degree of 
individuality. He illumines the childlike 
and wayward qualities of the Russian 
character and the superstitious beliefs of 
the peasantry. “The Godless Tribe” is 
against the

Krylov, like so.many Russian writers, 
is a pessimist. In his fable, ‘‘ The 
Peasant and Death,” we find him stating

A MONGOLIAN EPIC. 
HEN China bulks so largely in the 
world’s attention, Mrs. Wingate’s 
remarkable novel, ‘‘A Servant of the 
Mightiest,’ published last Tuesday, has a 
lively topical interest. 
The story is the story of Chinghis 
Khan, the Mongolian Napoleon or 
Alexander, who flourished at the beginning 
of the thirteenth century. It is an epical 
tale—so spacious in its scene that the 
“end papers ” of the volume are occupied 
with maps, ranging from the Bosporus to 
Saghalien, thickly marked with the places 
and tribes named in the narrative. The 
author follows history, taking the recorded 
facts of the yreat Khan’s career, and 
filling in colour that is drawn from 
authentic travel books like Marco Polo's. 
Such a book would seem to run the danger 
of being either a dry summary or a novel 
in which the primitive spirit of the 
ople was sentimentalised away. Mrs. 
fingate has succeeded in avoiding both 
errors. Her tale grips like an adventure 
story ; its people and its seenes are as clear 
as if they belonged to any novel of 
modern life; and yet the barbaric and 
epical air of the Mongolian beginnings is 
preserved. This book well may come to 
rank as a classic of imaginative recon- 
struction. 


Ostrander’s book, ‘‘ The

THEATRE LIQUOR SALE. 
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INTERESTING CASE OF DEBRY 
OPERA HOUSE. 

A case affecting the right to keep open the 
bar of a theatre for the sale of liquor alter 
10 o'clock, the closing hour under the 
Northern Ireland Licensing Act, 1925, was 
heard at Derry yesterday, when Percy 
Whittle, manager of the Derry Opera House, 
was prosecuted for selling drink during pro- 
hibited hours. 

“Mr. Gerald Dougherty (instructed by Mr. 
J. F. Young, Crown Solicitor) explained that 
the Opera House held a licence under the 
Excise Act, 1835, and claimed that it was 
entitled to sell liquor as long as there was a 
performance going on. | 

The Crown case was that, althongh the de- 
fendant had a licence to sell liquor during 
performances, it did not give him the 
privilege to sell drink irrespective of the ordi- 
nary closing hours outside as long as the 
corr RE sr was going on. On the contrary, 
an additional restriction. was imposed; that 
was, thatthe bars in the Opera. House could 
nét be opened during the ordinary publie- 
house hours, but could be opened during per- 
formances, and must comply with. the ordi- 
nary regulations relating to closing hours. 
Therefore, the Opera House bars could not be 
open after 10 o'clock at night. This was well 
settled law. 

Mr. F. G. Dickson, solicitor, for the de- 
fendant, said that that well settled law 
applied to ordinary publicans’ licences held in 
connection with theatres, as was the case in 
Belfast. But the Derry Opera House was in 
an entirely different category, as it was the 
only theatre in Northern Ireland that held a 
theatre licence as distinct from an ordinary 

ublican’s Hence, and was, therefore, not 
icensed premises within the meaning of the 
1923 Act. When the Derry ore House 


management was feeking the li the 


icence 
Crown fought the point on the ground that 
the Recorder could not grant a theatre licence. 
The Opera House, however, got a theatre 
licence, under which the Opera House bars 
could be opened only when the performances 
were going on, and that was all the de- 
fendant claimed. 

Mr. Glass, R.M., said that the arguments 
of Mr. Dickson were very interesting, but, in 
view of the fact that there had already been 
decisions, the magistrates must convict and 
impose a périalty of 20s., the licence not to 
be endorsed. 

Mr. Dickson asked for a case stated. 


UNSPECIFIED BARS. 

There was a second prosecution against the 
defendant for selling drink, he not being a 
licensed person. 

Mr. Dougherty will that the defendant was 
not entitled to self drink in any part of the 
building not specified in the licence. There 
was no such specification. He, however, would 
not press for a conviction, bet suggested that 
ths defendant should get a proper licence, 
specifying the bars in which liguor could be 
SOi4. 

Mr. Dickson said that Mr. Whittle took a 
plan down to the Excise authorities showing 
where he intended putting the bars in the 
theatre. In spite of that, the Excise authori- 
ties issued a licence entitling the defendant 
to have bars wherever he liked in the theatre. 
The defend. t did everything he could to get 
the bars specified. 

The magistrates dismissed the case without 
prejudice, but advised the defendant to get 
th bars specified.

INTERESTS ASSAILED. 

_ Mr. John Daly, T.D., in seconding, said 
it was necessary that the Association should 
have proper representation m the Dail. 
penal clauses which were proposed were 
matters of vital importance to the trade. 
Their interests were assailed, the valuation 
of their . property reduced—confiscated in 
many places—and taxation imposed since the 
days that the British Government regarded 
it as a war necessity. They should fight 
that imposition in. the interests of the work- 
ing man, in the interests of direct labour, 
and see that the little enjovments that come 
to the workers were not filched from them. 

They were told that one-third of the public- 
houses were to go, but there were many 
publicans in difterent districts who, by the 
misinanagement of the Government. in the 
taxation of stout and whiskey, were going 
out of the trade altogether, and were pre- 
pared to go out if they ‘were even fairly 
compensated for the surrender of their 
licences. He did not think it right that those 
who retained their licences. should . be 
penalised to pay for those members of the 
trade who had gone out. He; for one, would 
fight the present bill at every step. iste con- 
cluded with an appeal for funds to fight their 
cause.

A VIGOROUS AGITATION. 

Mr. John O'Connor, Kanturk, said that he 
did not believe in the sincerity of the Govern- 
ments temperance legislation. 

Mr. William Kelleher advised the holding 
of meetings in Dublin, Cork, Limerick and 
Waterford, and Mr. J. <Aherne also 
emphasised the necessity for a vigorous 
agitation all over the country. 

Mr. P. Crowley, President of the Cork 
Chamber of Cemmerce, dealt with what he 
described as inconsistencies of the Govern- 
ment im dealing with the licensed trade.

Mr. M. O'Callaghan: (Cork) suggested that 
tueir secretary should ‘write to members of 
the Dáil and get a pledge from them that 
they would oppose the bill, tooth and nail, 
and if not they could deal with them ‘when 
the General Election came on. . 

Mr. Whelan, Chairman of the Limerick 
Association, urged more vigorous action by 
the trade, and Mr. Gleeson (Limerick) éx- 
pressed a similar view. ' 

Mr. W. Mackesy (Cork) said that he was 
no® quite satisfied with the small amount of 
money in the funds of the Association.

TEN YEARS FOR YOUNG 
IRISHMAN.

A sentence of ten years’ penal servitude 
was passed by Mr. Justice Greer at Liver- 
pool Assizes yesterday on William McAllister 
(19), a labourer, who up to last year was 4 
member of the Irish Free State Army, and 
who pleaded guilty te raiding the District 
Bank, Great Homer street, Liverpool, on 
October 13, and shooting four persons with a 
heavy pattern revolver which he carried. 

McAllister shot Walter Cecil Tooby, the 
clerk at the bank counter, and snatched a 
handful *of silver which was being counted, 
and which he pocketed. Rushing into the 
street he fired the remaining five eartridges, 
injuring three other persons. One of these, 
a labourer, named John Stevenson, was so 
badly wounded that for weeks he ate 
between life and death, and is now badly 
paralysed. Police Constable Clarke, who was 
on point duty, and attempted to capture 
McAllister, was also shot, and it is stated 
that he will never regain the use of his left 
arm. | 

It was urged by Mr. Probyn Jones, barris- 
ter, that McAllister was extremely sorry for 
his act. While crossing from Ireland he and 
two friends decided when they got to Eng- 
land to raid a bank for money. When he 
got near the bank his friends left him. He 
did not intend to shoot, but after leaving the 
bank hg ran amok. 


Counsel said he had twice visited MecAllis- | 


ter in Walton Jail, and his attitude was: “I 
have done it, and I am going to piead 
guilty.” i 
Counsel, appealing for mercy, asked if it 
was sible for his lordship to see that 
McAllister was given a certain amount ol 
discipline, without the stigma of jail. 


RARE CLASS OF CASE. 


Addressing the prisoner, Mr. Justice Greer 
said he did not think he intended to murder 
anyone, but it was clear he meant to do 
grievous bodily harm, and had he been 
charged with murder there could have been 
no hope for him. 

This class of case, said his lordship, 1s 
very rare in this country, and I am prepared 
to accept your statement that other men put 
you up to it. You went into the bank with 
this loaded revolver intending to use it to 
assist you in your nefarious enterprise. Had 
you been an older mar I should have sent 
you to prison for twenty years, but with 
youth on your side there is the possibility 
that you will make good. The crime of rob- 
bery under arms is also punishable by the 
cat, but having regard to the sentence I am 
passing, I shall omit that punishment. You 
will go to penal servitude for ten years. 

McAllister, who had stood smartly to at- 
tention while the judge was addressing him, 
turned swiftly on his heel, and ran nimbly 
down the steps to the cells. 


£50 FOR INJURED MAN. 


The judge then said that John Stevenson 
had performed an act of courage in assisting 
the police, and had suffered enormously in 
consequence of that act. Under the statu- 
tory powers he had.awarded him £50.

A COUNCILLOR'S PROTEST. 

Councillor H. Midgley has written to the 
Lord Mayor of Belfast, resigning his position 
as a member of the Housing Committee. In 
his letter, dated February 2nd, he says :— 

'“On the 11th January, 1927, I’ addressed 
a letter to you asking you to consider the 
advisability. of either issuing a further in- 
terim report in the name of the Special 
Committee or making a pronouncement upon 
the matters dealt with by the Committee 
since the last report was issued. I did this 
because of the uneasy feeling which pre- 
vailed in public circles, that grave matters 
raised at the recent housing inquiry were 
being allowed to drop. To that letter I have. 
received no reply, nor have you made a 
public statement on the matter, and I have, 
therefore, decided that no other course re- 
mains open ior me than to resign from the 
Committee. 

‘‘ In tendering you my resignation I desire 
to express my acute ‘dissatisfaction at the 
trend of events since the housing. question 
was first raised. Not only has there been a 
lack of public spirit on the part of business 
peony in the City of Belfast, who might 
1ave assisted in the task of investigating 
causes of complaint in the conduct of civic 
affairs, but there has also been a disposition 
on the part of certain people to prevent legal 
consequences following in the wake of the 
malpractices which were exposed during the 
inquiry. 

‘‘In my deliberate opinion the citizens of 
Belfast are not likely to obtain satisfaction, 
either legal or otherwise, in the matters 
which arose as the result of the inquiry. 

‘As a protest, therefore, against what I 
regard as the conspiracy of silence, I am 
resigning from the Committee, in the hope 
that public opinion may yet demand and 
procure what is apparently unattainable 
under existing conditions. ”'

"“ MUST BE PUNISHED,” SAYS 
JUDGE SEALY. 

Refusing an application for a certificate 
to appeal from a sentence of three months’ 
imprisonment with hard labour imposed by 
him at Clonmel Circuit Court last week on 
M. Connolly, Edward Connolly, and William 
Kenneally, for rescuing goods seized on foot 
of a civil bill decree by the Sheriff’s officers 
at Ballagh, Judge Sealy, at the Tipperary 
Circuit Court yesterday, said that if the men 
had pleaded guilty he would have let them 
out under the First Offenders Act; but, 
instead of doing that, they committed perjury, 
which was the reason why he punished them. 

Any men who came snto the box and 
perjared themselves, said Judge Sealy, must 
e punished. Any man who was charged 
now, when he came into the box, thought 
that he could swear himself out of it without 
any punishment. That was getting too 
common in the country altogether. 

Mr. O'Connor, State Solititor, said: that 
he believed that the men had no intention 
of doing anything harmful to the Guards. 
The elder Connolly's wife was in a bad way 
over the case, and he asked the judge if he 
could see his way to support a petifion in 
mitigation of the sentence. 

Judge Sealy said that he might recom- 
mend some mitigation of the sentence, but he 
would not recommend the Minister to let 
these men out forthwith. 

Mr. O’Connor—Would you say that after 
another week—fourteen days—they be 
released ? 

Judge Sealy—I do not say what I would 
recommend, but I will consider what you have 
said, Mr. O'Connor.

must be an invaluable feeder to the train 
and an agreeable means of rapid travel 
through the countryside. The actual basis 
of co-operation between the two services 
cannot be hammered out finally at the 
present stage of development; but one 


important premiss can be completed. It ' 


is possible forthwith to create in the two 
Irish States Transport Ministries which 
will co-ordinate transport services in the 
public interest from the beginning. This 
should be done immediately, if only to 
prevent recurrence of the many private 
losses that have occurred through. ill- 
considered enterprises and reckless com- 
petition. Two important results would 
flow from the institution of such ministries. 
Firstly, problems of reconstruction, Like 
that concerned with.Dublin’s need of new 
bridges, would be approached . with the 
fullest possible data regarding traffic de- 
mands. Secondly—and. most important: of 
all—the Transport Ministers would’ be con- 
strained by experience to keep persistently 
before their Governments the fact. that 
this little island is too small for rivalry 
between North and South.

The Future of lrish Racing. 


Yesterday the Free State Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture received a deputa- 
tion which represented every branch of the 
racing and horse-breeding industries of the 
country, It included stewards of the Irish 
Turf Club, prominent breeders, owners 
and trainers of horses in the Free State, 
and presented a case to the Minister which 
seems to have impressed him very strongly. 
The Irish racing industry is in a bad way. 
The amusement and betting taxes have 
dealt it a staggering blow, and, as the 
deputation told’ Mr. Hogan yesterday, 
some early measure oí relief is 
essential to its continued existence. 
Some very interesting figures were 
produced in support of the deputation’s 
case. Since the amusement tax was 
instituted no less than £133,000 have been 
contributed at metropolitan race meetings, 
while stakes ‘have fallen in value by 
£30,000, and the number of horses in train- 
ing has fallen by 200. During the seven 
years in which this tax has been operative 
the Government authorities have received 
£100,000 more than the shareholders from 
the Curragh and metropolitan meetings; 
and, now that the incidence of the amuse- 
ments tax has been aggravated by the 
betting tax, the future of the Free State 
racecourses is in grave peril. We are very 
glad that Mr. Hogan has promised to 
bring the matter before the Minister for 
Finance, and that he has undertaken to 
secure for it ' most sympathetic considera- 
tion.” The racing and breeding interests 
are making a very moderate claim. They 
ask for the exemption of course 
betting from the application of the betting 
tax; for the reduction of the amusements 
tax by half—the money thus saved to swell 
the stakes at the various race meetings; 
and for the immediate installation of the 
totalisator system, with a view to the 
application of two and a half per cent. of 
its earnings towards the same end. The 
horse-breeding and racing industries are 
of enormous value to this country; and, 
as was pointed out to Mr. Hogan, one 
cannot exist without the other. Apart 
altogether from their social aspect, which, 
in itself, is sufficiently important, their 
economic significance is considerable. -The 
value of horses in training.in the Free 
State is about £560,000. Every year 
thoroughbreds are sold to the amount. of 
some £1,500,000, and yearlings alone fetch 
£500,000. Hundreds. of thousands of 
pounds are spent directly and indirectly in 
connection with race meetings, and any- 
thing that interferes with their prosperity 
does damage to one of the country's most 
lucrative sources of income. Since the 
imposition. of the betting tax not only has 
betting declined, but there has been a 
marked decrease in the attendance at Free 
State meetings. From every part of the 
country this symptom is reported, and the 
whole industry, undoubtedly, is faced with 
a serious crisis. For that reason, we hope 
that the Minister for Finance will recog- 
nise the importance of the case which was 
submitted by yesterday’s deputation, and 
are glad that he has decided already to 
introduce the totalisator. The new Ire- 
land needs al] the amenities which it can 
retain, and the country still has a high 
reputation throughout Europe for the 
excellence of its horses and the sport 
that they afford. Unless the race 
meetings are enabled to continue, the 
breeding industry wil] be bound to suffer ; 
and without some relief from taxation 
some of the racecourses, at least, will be 
forced to cease operations. The proposal 
to devote to the enhancement of stakes the 
money saved by a remission of part of the 
amusements tax, as well as a percentage 
of the totalisater’s profit, seems to us to 
be excellent. The Free State exchequer 


would lose little, if anything, by the

‘The Royal Dublin Society. 


At a meeting of ‘the Council of the Royal 
Dublin Sodiety at Ballsbridge yesterday a 
resolution was passed limiting the annual 
membership. of. the Society to 8,000, in 
addition to ' 1,000 : life members. The 
necessity for this restriction illustrates the 
remarkable progress ot the. Royal: Dublin 
Society during the last few years. In 
1918 the total membership amounted to 
2,229. By 1921 it had increased to 3,401, 
and ‘in the following year it had sprung 
again to 3,858. Last year, however, no 
fewer than 7;285 members were on 
the roll, while this year already 
that: number has risen to 8,555. 
Clearly, in the circumstances, some limit 
was essential; for the Royal Dublin 
Society's premises, fine as they are, 
cannot accommodate unlimited numbers. 
Some indication. of the popularity of the 
Society among its members may be de- 
rived from the fact that last year no less 
than 83,559 books were given out by the 
Ballsbridge library—a number which ex- 
ceeded by 28,064 the previous “record.” 
Ireland owes a great deal to the Royal 
Dublin Society, which, despite the difficult 
times through which the country is passing, 
continues to go from strength to strength. 
Its annual Horse Show has taken its 
place among the most brilliant social 
functions in Europe. Its Spring Show is 


expanding every year; while its weekly 


concerts during the winter season are 
doing more than anything else to keep 
the art of masic alive in Dublin. The 
Society’s activities are as varied as they 
are admirable. Its progressive policy is 
setting a Valuable example to the whole 
country, and while it continues its good 
work there will be no excuse for despair 
in the Free State.

MR. T. A. STANUELL. 

Mr. Thomas Athi]! Stanuell, who died in 
London on the 2nd instant, was in bis 
seventy-sixth year. For many years he was 
a member of the firm of Stanuel] and Sons, 
solicitors, St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, “and 
was well known in legal circles in the city. 
Mr. Stanuell graduated in Dublin Univer- 
sity, of which he was a Master of Arts, 
and was admitted a solicitor in 1876. 

From 190] .to 1902 Mr. Stanyell was Presi- 
dent of the Incorporated Law Society, and 
as President of the Statistical Society he went 
to London and gave important evidence 
before the Roya) Commission on Arterial 
Drainage in Ireland.

Stanuell and Sons, and 
soon afterwards he went to reside in T.ondon,

The Cabinet will consider to-morroy 
whether the Shanghai forces shall be 
diverted to Hong Kong, to remain there 
until the China situation is clear. The 
troops are not due in Chinese waters íos 
some weeks, so that the Government, in 
departing from its original decision, woulq 
not necessarily change its policy. The 
main point for consideration is the effect 
any such departure may have on Chinese 
opinion, more particularly on that of {he 
unruly elements gathered around most of 
the foreign Concessions. In the mean. 
while a fresh set of instructions have been 
prepared for Mr. O'Malley, and these 
probably will be despatched without Joss 
of time. Negotiations are still in progress 
at Hankow, but the conversations now 
proceeding, it is understood, are concerned 
with the objections raised by Mr. Chen 
to the landing of troops at Shanghai 


Plans for the Session. 


The Chinese situation has brought abou 
considerable delay in the arrangements of 
the Cabinet, and the final draft of the 
King’s Speech, which in the ordinary way 
would have been completed yesterday, has 
been postponed until to-morrow, when it

Relations with Russia.

is most unlikely that such a step will be 
taken. If carried, such an amendment 
would be virtually a vote of censure on 
the: Government, and might have un- 
riogh consequences. The Conservative 

arty as a whole, therefore, will hesitate 
before embarking on such a course. The 
feeling is not unrecognised, however, by 
the Government, and it is possible that 
definite action in connection with the 
Bolsheviks may be taken. 


The Lord Chancellor. 


Viscount Cave, the Lord Chancellor, 
who was attacked by influenza on Satur- 
day last, and thus prevented from con- 
tinuing the hearing of the Wigg versus 
the Attorney-General of the Irish Froa 
State appeal before the Privy Council, is 
making a very satisfactory recovery, and 
it is expected that he will be able to take 
his usual place in the ceremonial attend- 
ing the State opening of Parliament on 
Tuesday next. The Lord Chancellor has 
a prominent part to play, since he is the 
only person, apart from the Sovereign, 
who. 1s an active participant in the 
ceremonial. It is his duty to present tha 
King with the text of the Speech from the 
Throne, and this he does on bended knee. 
In the circumstances it is likely that the 
hearing of the Wigg appeal will be resumed 
on the date originally fixed, Febrnary 
14th.

“Our port is to cost us more, ' possibly 
with other wines; for Mr. Churchill 
intends to increase the duty in his new 
Budget, if preliminary steps mean any- 
thing.- The Treasury has instructed its 
officers at the bond warehouses to limit 
clearances of port wine, so that only an 
amount based on the average of yearly 
consumption is réleased. The possibility 
of an increase has been realised in the 
wine trade since the opening of the new 
year, and merchants began to clear from 
bond about three weeks ago. It ts generally 
thought that the duty of six shillings 4 
gallon will be doubled, 


Results of the Coal Strike. 


The results of Mr. Cook’s mining strike 
are now becoming visible; for it is known 
that at least 150,000 miners will be per- 
manently out of employment. The numbet 
of men employed in the mines shows a 
very slight increase every week, and, with 
the summer months approaching, it 14 
highly improbable that there will be any 
great need of new miners during the next 
few weeks. Power is given to the Minister 
of Labour under the Mining Industry Act 
passed last year to restrict the recruiting 
of miners to those who were employed af 
such at the end of last April, but this 1s 
virtually useless in the circumstances, 
since there is not sufficient work to so 
round. Mr. Cook was warned of this 
possibility. before the strike materialised, 
when some of the miners’ leaders suggested 
that ‘surplus men ‘should emigrate. 4 
number of miners will be included on the 
four vessels filled with workers going to 
Canada next week, 


Women’s Rights.

very serious position, in view of the fact 
that the industry produced £1,500,000 per 
annum for animals supplied to Doncaster, 
Dublin, Newmarket, and private sales. 

Stud farms alone represented in capital 
value of land and animals several millions 
of pounds. There were, for example, 
2,000 thoroughbred brood mares, valued, 
say, at £1,000,000 ; there were 1,400 horses 
in training, whose actual value amounted, 
say, to £560,000. The amount spent in 
forage and labour was at least £400,000 
a year, and in addition there were pro- 
duced aid sold 1,100 yearlings, valued at 
about £500,000 a year. 

Mr. Fitzgerald concluded by asking the 
Government to remove the tax on bets 
made on the course, to return half the 
amusements tax for addition to the stakes, 
and, lastly, to instal the totalisator so as 
to give 24 per cent. of its earnings to the 
stakes, and generally to aid racing and 
breeding. 


TRAINER’S LOSSES. 

Senator Parkinson, speaking for the 
owners and trainers, mentioned that he 
was the principal winning owner last year. 
Of the four thousand pounds in stakes 
that he won during the year he had left, 
after paying entrance money and jockeys 
fees, a net balance of £40. Outside that 
he had had to pay all his travelling ex- 
penses and the keep of his horses. 

Iy the circumstances he, personally, was 
able to. say that he could not make racing 
pay; indeed, he had sold a large number 
of ‘his horses, and had discharged ten of 
his employés. Senator Parkinson reminded 
the Minister that the tax was much lower 
in England than in the Free State.

Mr. J: H. Peard, representing the race 
course owners, produced figures showing 
the total amounts paid to the Government 
in entertainment and other taxes during 
the last seven years with the total amounts 
paid in dividends over the same period.

SUPPLEMENTARY 
ESTIMATES IN THE DAIL. 


Three of the four supplementary esti- 
mates due for discussion by the Free State 
Parliament next week were circulated to 
deputies. yesterday. 

The largest is that for the beet-sugar 
subsidy, the additional sum required by 
the Finance Ministry being £46,000, 
making a total of £198,000, against the 
original estimate of £152,000. 

For repayments to Contingency Fund 
an additional sum is required of £499, 
made up of £20 in respect of the provision 
of the State bounty for triplets, and £478 
which was omitted (in original. estimate) 
in respect of stamp duty payable on deeds 
and other instruments in public depart- 
ments. | 

The smallest of the three supplementary 
votes is that of £10 for the Civil Service 
Commission. The total original estimate 
was £8,505, on which there was an esti- 
mated saving of £830. The additional 
sum now required is £840 to meet expenses 
in connection with the establishment of 
the. Local Appointments Commission. The 
Dail will only be asked to vot. for £10, 
as the other £830 ‘is covered by the esti- 
mated saving.

WAR ON THE TRAPPER. 


The capture, or attempted capture, of a 
wild bird by the use of bird-lime will be a 
punishable offence in the Free State, if the 
bill which has been introduced by Mr. S. 
L. Brown, K.C., in the Senate this week, 
is passed by the Oireachtas. 

The official title of the measure is the 
“Wild Birds Protection (Amendment) 
Bill,” 

“TH any person, ” says the first section, 
“uses as. a decoy any live bird which is 
tethered or secured by means of braces or 
similar -appliances, or which is blind, . 
maimed: or injured, or uses bird-lime or 
any substance of a.like nature for the pur- 
pose of taking or capturing alive, or. at- 
tempting to take or capture alive, any wild 
bird, he shall be guilty of an offence 
against this Act.” 

The bill also desires to make it an 
offence to confine a bird in a cage or re- 
ceptacle not measuring sufficient in height, 
length and breadth to permit the bird 
freely to stretch its wings 

The measure proposes a substantial 
penalty for any of*the offences mentioned ; 
in other words, on summary conviction,’ a 
fine not exceeding £25, or alternatively or 
in addition, imprisonment, with or with- 
out hard labour, for a term not exceeding 
three months. 

The provisions of the bill are intended 
to be additional to any existing provisions 
for the punishment of cruelty to birds.

; HANKOW, Thursday. 

Hankow is outwardly calm to-day, despite 
the abrupt termination of the negotiations on 
which all hopes of an amicable settlement 
have been pinned for the last three weeks. 

Mr. Chen’s declaration is regarded as a 
confession of failure to win over the Ex- 
tremists to the view of the Moderates. While 
it is recognsed that Great Britain is scarcely 
likely to withdraw from ‘the position it has 
taken up with ard to the despatch* of 
troops, it is possible that a solution of the 
present deadlock may be seen in the sugges- 
tion, which is finding, favour in many quarters, 
that the expedition should not pr further 
than Hong Kong. 

This, it is pointed out, would save the 
face of everyone without endangering the 
British position at Shanghai, and at the same 
time it would give Mr. Chen and_ the 
Moderates a chance to make a final bid for 
reasonableness on the part of those of the 
Kuomintang, who have hitherto been irre- 
concilable. 


MORE REFUGEES.

ARRIVALS AT HANKOW 
AND SHANGHAI. 


From ‘‘ Tue Times ” CORRESPONDENT. 
HANKOW, Wednesday. 

Eighty-six persons who were evacuated 
from Ichang are awaiting a convoy, as 
boats which are not convoyed are liable 
to seizure by the military. At present 
two steamers flying the Italian flag, and 
filled with soldiers from Ichang, are 
detained at Hankow by an Italian gun- 
boat, which is presumably awaiting an 
apology from the military authorities for 
commandeering them. 

Fifty-six persons evacuated from 
Chunking are leaving this morning. Sixty- 
eight persons from Hunan arrived here 
this afternoon in the Chang Wo, and 
were transhipped to the Woosung, which 
is proceeding to Shanghai to-night. 

I saw a number of refugees, who all 
stated that everywhere there was violent 
intimidation, servants being prevented 
from helping to convey luggage. In one 
case two servants who remained loyal to 
their employers were badly man-handled 
by Labour extremists in the presence of 
the. employer. 

At Changsha only the heads of firms 
and missions had been allowed to remain, 
and they have since been threatened with 
a more intense boycott, beginning next 
Monday. 

The message of Mr. Chen, the 
Nationalist Foreign Minister, to British 
Labour was published this morning. Busi- 
ness men here note in it. direct threat 
of an extended and intensive boycott of 
the British. It is not believed that Mr. 
Chen is speaking for the Moderates of 
the Kuomintang, but is compelled by 
pressure from outside advisers. 

Local business men are not anxious to 
press their views, but they believe that,

LIBELLING THE 
DEAD. 


THE ONLY REMEDY. 


In a leading article The Times observes Bea 
Late last evening the action for libel which 
Captain Wright brought against Lord Glad- 
stone ended, as it was bound to end, in a 
verdict for the defendant. At no time after 
the plaintiff’s evidence was there much room 
for doubt of the result, Lord Gladstone has 
the satisfaction of having discharged the 
moral duty which he felt that he owed to his 


The interest of the world in the private life 
and in the personal character of famous men— 
and still mors, perhaps, of famous_women— 
is natural and, within limits, justifiable and 
even praiseworthy. We owe to it an.immense 
body of memoirs, letters and diaries, much 
of which is of the highest value as literature, 
while it throws a light upon manners and 
characters which reveals to ns the significance 
of actions and of events, as no mere records 
of fact can possibly do. For most 
people, and not least for real students, this 
literature has a rare fascination. It is easy 


But the taste for literature of this sort, 
which is insatiable and quite incurable, 
differs essentially from the appetite for 
futihiies and scandals about the living or 
the lately dead, on. which writers and 
publishers of certain types will always be 
eager to trade. No immediate remedy 
appears to exist for such offences against 
good taste and decent “feelings as are common 
in them. Denials, protests, and even success- 
ful proceedings in the Courts, advertise the 
scandal, and rarely result in adequate redress. 
To extend the law to libels on the dead would 
make the publication of recent history, and 
even of ordinary obituary notices, too 
dangerous to be undertaken. 

The only cure in the end is the deyelop- 
ment of a more discerning taste and judgment 
among the readers for whose consumption 
insipid or malicious gossip about public 
characters or so-called “society” men and 
women is provided. 


ITALY AND CHINA. 


SUPPORT FOR BRITISH 
ACTION. 


From “ THE TrMEs ” CoRREsPonDENT. 
ROME, Thursday. 

The conversations between Rome and 
London concerning policy in China are 
expected to result shortly in the publication 
of a memorandum declaring the intention 
of the Italian Government to support Great 
Britain in the protection of European in- 
terests. 

Italy’s interest, as has been pointed out 
before, lies rather in the recovery of her 
credit than in the protection of her trade, 
and the continuance or not of the concession 
system is, therefore, a matter of less urgent 
importance to her than to England, and no 
very clear view has been expressed on this 
point. 

Italy’s position with regard to the situation 
in China is frequently ‘compared to that of 
Piedmont at the outbreak of the Crimean 
War, and similar developments are antici- 
pated. The Italian cruisers at present in 
Chinese waters are not considered sufficient 
to protect Italy’s interests and maintain her 
prestige, and the probable necessity of send- 
ing a defensive force is genérally accepted. 


GERMAN CABINET’S 
PROGRAMME. 


NEW PREMIER AND THE 
NATIONALISTS. 


From “Tue Trims’ CorREsPONDENT. 
| BERLIN, Thursday. 
The Chancellor, Herr Marx, delivered the 
declaration of the new Government in the 
Reichstag this afternoon. Its broad outlines 
on all points were common knowledge before- 
hand, the long negotiations-for the formation 
of his Cabinet having afforded sufficient in- 
dication of the compromise to be expected. 
All that remained uncertain was the extent 
to which the detlaration would 
commit the new Nationalist Ministers. 
In this respect, it contained a surprise, 
in that it went far beyond any- 
thing hitherto indicated. The Nationalists 
as the statement clearly showed, had accepted, 
without reservation, the Constitution—the 
republic, the black-red-gold flag, the reform 
of the Reichswehr, and the policy of Locarno 
and the League. : 
The declaration, although somewhat ver 
bose, was carefully, in parts almost juristic- 
ally worded, but it was explicit, and, as Herr 
Marx gradually unfolded the programme, it 
became clear that he had brought away a 
larger share of the bargain with ‘the Nee 
tionalists than public opinion had given him 
credit for. Their reward lay in other direc- 
tions, such as religious education, land settle- 
ment schemes, rural housing, agrarian credits, 
and trade policy, the value of which will, no 
doubt, be duly encashed in the process of 
interpretation by Nationalist Ministers.

SCATHING CRITICISM, 


‘ We wish to. add that it is our 
unanimous opinion that the evidence 
placed before us has completely vindi- 
cated the high moral character of 
the late Mr. W. E. Gladstone.’’ 


The special jury which for five days had 
been engaged, with Mr. Justice Avory, in 
the King’s Bench Division, London, hear- 
ing the libel action brought by Captain 
Peter Wright against Viscount Gladstone, 
P.C., added this rider to their verdict last 
evening. 

The action was based on a letter to the 
Secretary of the Bath Club, in which Lord 
Gladstone called Captain Wright a liar, 
a coward, and a foul fellow, in respect 
of a passage in a book called “ Portraits 
and Criticisms,’’ in which Captain Wright 
made accusations against the moral 
character of Mr. W. E. Gladstone, the 
statesman, who died in 1898. 

The jury considered their verdict for 
two hours and a usalf, and when they 
returned to Court Mr. Justice Avory said 
to them: ‘‘I understand that you are 
agreed that the gist of the defendant’s 
letter is true?” The foreman replied: 
“ That is so, my lord.”’ 

Mr. Justice Avory said that that was 
a verdict for Lord Gladstone, and 
immediately there was an outburst of 
applause in the public galleries. 
Judgment was entered for Lord Glad- 
stone, with costs. As the Court cleared, 
Lord Gladstone and his brother were con- 
gratulated, not only by their frierids, but 
by many strangers, on having vindicated 
their father’s honour.

SUMMING-UP. 


WHAT CAPTAIN WRIGHT 
COULD HAVE DONE. 


In the course of his summing up, Mr. 
Justice Avory said that when the plaintiff 
received the letter of July 22nd, calling 
him a liar, a coward, and a fóol, although 
it was only published to him personally, 
although he did not know that it had been 
published to anybody else, he could, if he 
had pleased, have taken criminal proceed- 
ings for libel upon it.

Lord Gladstone’s letter said : .‘‘This 
shows the sort of man he is.” “It was for 
the jury to judge what that meant. The 
letter also said: ‘‘I can tell you more 
about him—he is a foul fellow.” 


THE JURY’S TASK. 

The jury had. first to determine the 
meaning of the words used: by the de- 
fendant in that letter... They were not 
bound by the meaning which the plaintiff 
chose to put: upon them, in what was 
called innuendo, in the plea. It was for 
them to determine the natural meaning 
of the words, put upon them by reasonable 
people who read them. The defendant’s 
answer to this was a plea of justification: 
that what he wrote was, in substance, 
true, and that the plaintiff was, under the 
circumstances, justly designated a foul 
fellow and a liar. 

In the face of those charges the jury 
would not be much concerned in inquiring 
whether the letter amounted to an imputa- 
tion against the plaintiff that he had 
improperly procured the insertion of these 
words into the book. 

The jury could not find malice if they 
were of opinion that the words which were 
used were such as a man moved by 
righteous indignation might reasonably 
use in such circumstances, or if they were 
of opinion that the words which the de- 
fendant used were used in the honest 
discharge of his moral duty to protect the 
name of his father.

Sir,—Our attention has been called. to the 
articles which have been appearing in the 
Irish Press recently on the question of factory 
or home-made butter. We should like to give 
our views on the subject. 

We purchase every season many thousand 
boxes of factory butter from a Cork firm, 
which we sell at 5s. to 6s. below the price of 
creamery. Our demand fo: factory butter 
last season was so heavy that our shippers 
were unable to send us sufficient supplies. 
In face of the bad market for butter last 
season, it may seem strange; but this is an 
absolute fact which we ean prove. 

The majority of our customers, apart from 
price, prefer factory butter. They like the 
full flavour which you tarély get with 
creamery. The Department. of Agriculture 
for Ireland should encourage the farmers to 
make their own butter. Tt must be cheaper 
to produce, and it fills.a real want on this 
side of the Channel.—Yours, etc.,

RESTITUTION ORDERS AGAINST 


PAWNBROKERS. 

The hearing was resumed of the robbery 
charges against six youths and a young 
married woman—Terence Murtagh, J. O'Reilly, 
L. McDonnell, James Maguire, Stephen 
Feeney, James Comerford, and Bridget 
Butler. The robberies took place at various 
times during last summer in the Rathmines 
and Donnybrook areas when the occupants of 
the houses were away. 

Bridget Butler had pleaded guilty to re- 
ceiving some of the property. Murtagh was 
convicted on a charge (previously heard) of 
presenting a revolver at a gardener in 

anelagh. 

The jury found all the accused, with the 
exception of James Comerford, guilty on at 
least one count each, and they were put 
back. Comerford was discharged. 

The jury added a rider expressing their ap- 
preciation of the ccnduct of Inspector Brennan 
and his assistants in investigating the case.

Referring to the offences generally, Judge 
Davitt said that he would like the pawn- 
brokers concerned to consider their positions 
morally and legally. He would make a 
restitution order in every case in which there 
was a conviction.

BARROW DRAINAGE.

LARGE GRAB-DREDGER AT 
WORK. 

The large grab-dredger, which has been 
built by the firm of Priestman, Huil, for work 
on the Barrow drainage scheme, has been 
assembled at Athy and taken to the river 
below the Barrow Bridge, and is being 
worked from a pontoon. It is driven by a 
95 h.p. oil engine, 

It travels on caterpillar wheels — the 
"drive ” being through wheels on a centre 
post, The jib, or crane, which works the 
grab is on the double chain principle, and 
the machinery which works the grab revolves 
on a “live” ring of rollers. 

Two men only—one at the engine and one 
on the pontoon—are required to work the 
dredger. As a labour-saver it is stated that 
it can do the work of twenty or thirty men, 
probably more. Another point in its favour 
is that it a very simple machine to drive.

. CONFERENCE.

A largely attended conference of agricul- 
turists, convened by the Fianng Fail 
organisation, but open te all, was held 
yesterday in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, and 
was adjourned util March 10th next. i 

Mr. J. J. Bergin expressed the view 
that between tariff reform and credit re- 


difficulties. It was an unsound national 
agricultural policy that had been 
enunciated. The more that they developed 
dairying without tillage, the more they 
would increase their imports. 


MR. DE VALERA’S VIEW. 

Mr. E. de Valera, T.D., who presided, said 
that the object of the conference was to 
direct public attention to the seriousness of 
the position, to examine it with a view to 
finding remedi.s for it, and then to initiate 
steps to have the remedies applied. 

There was, perhaps, a disposition on the

Mr. Belton asked that representatives of 
committees of agriculture should examine 
their allocations under th. schemes of the 
Department of Agriculture, amounting to 
over half a million of money. This was used 
to develop a portion of their agriculture, 
which would not be consumed in this 
country. They imported from 17 to 18 mil- 
lions worth of agricultural produce which 
could be grown at home. This country 
vould produce as good wheat for flour-makin 
as any that had been imported. Of 1: 
samples of wheat grown in the Twenty-six 
Counties and tested by millers, one of the 
best came from County Dublin, and the other 
two from Kerry. 

At the coming Spring Show, he added, 
there would be ihown a joaf made from the 
flour of Irish-grown wheat. 

Mr. Kennedy suggested that the resolution 
should be amended to read that the Irish 
people should have first cfáim on the produce 
of the soil of Ireland. 

Mr, Bergin (Athy) supported. If they did 
not grow grain for sale, users of grain would 
be Siliged to buy —— produce. This 
country was sending out of the country seven 
millions of money for flour. 

Mr. L. O’Brady (Queen’s County) stated 
that last year’s wheat crop was the best 
grown since 1911. He suggested what efforts 
should be made to raise 50 per cent. of their 
wheat requirements. 

Mr. Kennedy moved as a further) amend- 
ment :—‘‘ That the wants of the Irish people 
are the first demand on the produce of the 
soil of Ireland, and that it is the duty of the 
national authority to direct agricultural effort 
to that end.”’ . 

Mr. Fitzpatrick (Co. Wicklow) seconded, 
and the amendment was carried as a sub- 
stantive motion, 


CREDITS. 

Mr. Kennedy proposed the establishment 
of an agricultural bank, with the farmers ot 
Ireland as shareholders. There would be no 
dividends payable, and bad years would be 
met by the profits from good ones. 

Mr. O'Byrne (Athy) suggested the forma- 
tion of a committee to inquire into the 
farmers’ capacity to bw 

Mr. Bergin seconded the proposal. The 
policy of deflation had completely altered the 
value of the pound. Land was bought a 
many farmers when the £1 was worth 8s. ód 
Now they were asked to pay it back when it 
was value for 20s. Instead. of-being paid to 
the banks it was proposed that these loans 
should be paid to a credit corporation. 

Mr. MeGann (Dublin) suggested that the 
State bank should have the financing of 
national work. particularly the financing of 
agriculture and industries;: also that short- 
term loans on the security of their crops and 
long-term loans on the security of their land 
and buildings be granted 

The following were then appointed as a 
committee to deal with the matter and report 
in a month’s time :—Messrs. Bergin, 0 Byrne, 
Belton, McGann, Fitapatrick; Professor 
Magennis; Messrs. S. T. O'Kelly, Fitzpatrick, | 
Derrig, P. Little and E. de Valera. 


LAND ANNUITIES. 

Colonel Moore's resolution—that Irish land 
annuities and local loans are debts due to the 
Irish State by Irish farmers, and should be 
used for the improvement of the agricultural 
industry—was carried, with six dissentients. 

He said that the amount of land annuities 
payable was nearly £5,900,000, while local 
loans annuities represented £600,900. 

A resolution by Mr, Ryan (Waterford), 
"that they ask for a moratoriym in the case 
of rent for two years,’’ was referred to the 


Finance Committee. : 
of Mr. Fagan (Dublin), 


On the motion 

seconded bv Mr. Belton, a resolution was 
passed to the effect that, in order to relieve 
the burden of rates, the State should under- 
take the responsibility of providing work of 
public utility. 

Mr. P. O Maille, T.D., supporting, agreed 
that the dole was a very vicious principle, 
and should be wiped out, The unemployment 
problem was very serious, and, with the best 
goodwill among all parties, it would take 
many years to solve it, With goodwill amon 
all citizens the army could demobili 
gradually, and the money formerly <a on 
its upkeep could be spent on works of public 
utility, to the relief of local taxation. 


AGRICULTURAL POLICY. 


Mr. J. J. Bergin said that between tariff 
reform and credit reform they would find a 
solution of their difficulties. 

Ti was an unsound national agricultural 
policy that had ‘been enunciated. It might 
suit districts. It might put them over the 
present slump, but the foundation of the 
whole bridge was tillage. Denmark, which 
was a greater dairying country than this, 
had four and a-half million acres of arable 
land out of eight million acres; while the 
Irish Free State had only one and a-quarter 
million acre: out of sixteen millions. That 
showed the weakness of the proposal for 
more dairying, because the greater ae of 
their feeding-stuffs were imported, e more 
they developed dairying without tillage the 
more they would increase their imports, 

He urged that the importation of oats 
should be prohibited as from Ist ember 


Until American bacon was prohibited there 
be po stability in the pig industry in 
reland. and poultry were among the 
greatest hopes in Ireland. | 
The conference adjourned until March 10th,

MR. JOHN MeCORMACK AND 
POLITICS. 

Mr. John McCormack, the eminent tenor, 
has just returned to London after an absence 
of 18 months. He will sing in Great Britain 
until March 13th. He will appear at the 
Albert Hall next Sunday, and has engage- 
ments at Birmingham, Leeds, Sheffield, 
Liverpool, Manchester, Edinburgh, Glasgow 
and Dundee. 

Mr. McCormack told a Press Association 
representative that when his tour of Great 
Britain ends, on March 13th, he will visit 
Ireland, before embarking for America on 
March 23rd. ‘‘I shall sing in Dublin for 
charity, at the personal invitation of Pre- 
sident Cosgrave,”’ he said. 

Asked if he were still determined to retire 
at 50, Mr. MeCormack declared, with 
emphasis, ‘‘I certainly am.” 

“ And what will you do then ?”’ 

“I would not be surprised,’’ Mr. McCor- 
mack replied, ‘‘ it I looked into politics in 
some shape or form, in Ireland, of course. 
I might be able to do a little good. Perhaps 
[ might get them to form a Ministry of Arts. 
I have already spoken to President Cosgrave 
about it.” 

Mr. McCormack added that he looked to 
Ireland to provide a successor for him on 
the coneert platform. “' I am going to spend 
every summer in Ireland for the next five 
vears,” he said, ‘‘and I certainly expect te 
find someone .ver there.” 


GRADING OF MILK 
FAVOURED.

ELIMINATION OF BOVINE 
‘TUBERCULOSIS. 

The grading of milk. on the same lines as 
those existing in Great Britain was urged at 
the last session of the Advisory Committee 
on Milk Supply at Government Buildings, 
Upper Merrion street, Dublin. Grading, it 
was stated, was desirable as an incentive for 
the initiation of 4 scheme for the elimination 
of tuberculosis from individual herds. 


REGISTRATION. 

Mr. J. A. Hatch, secretary, Dublin Cow- 
keepers’ and Dairymen’s Association, said 
that all producers of, and dealers in, milk 
should be registered, and that registration 
should dependi upon compliance with definite 
regulations to be prescribed for ensuring the 
cleanliness of the premises and milk utensils 
and the health of the cows. His association 
advocated the grading of milk on the same 
lines as those existing in Great Britain. 

He recommended control of skimmed con- 
densed milk as a great source of danger to 
the health of the poor children, He urged 
that regulations should be uniformly enforced, 
as at present there was unfair competition 
from districts where the administration was 


lax. 
BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS. 

Professor J. F. Craig, M.A., M.R.C.V.S., 
Veterinary College of Ireland, gave an account 
of the measures adopted in various countries 
for the control and eradication of bovine 
tuberculosis, but, so far, attempts at com- 
pulsory elimination of the disease had failed. 
If such attempts were to be successful they 
must be voluntary and co-operative, and have 
the support of the farmers, the public and 
the State. He thought that proper enforce- 


much to ensure a comparative freedom of the 
milk supply from tubercular infection. 
Measures for the eradication of the disease 
should not wait on the results of vaccination 
experiments, 


CLASSIFICATION. 

He considered that grading of milk was 
desirable as an incentive for the initiation of 
a scheme for the eliminatiun of tuberculosis 
from individual herds. The classification 
should be officially controlled and be as 
simple as possible, with only three classes— 
certified, or Grade A, tuberculin tested; milk : 
pasteurised milk. : 

He wished tu emphasise the fact that 
pasteurisation would not convert dirty into 
clean milk, as the process did not destroy 
all the organisms of putrefaction. 4

COUNCIL AND THE DELAY IN 
COLLECTION. 

At the meeting of the Cork County Council 
yesterday the Secretary reported that, of the 
rate made for the financial year ending 3ist 
March next there had been collected up to 
the previous day out of the first moiety 
£157,096, leaving outstanding £36,196, and 
out of the second moiety £30,074, leaving out 
standing £145,668. The total amount collected 
to date on both moieties was £187,770 14s. 
9d., and the total amount uncollected was 
£181,864 15s, 

The Chairman said that they were in a 
worse position than last year. 

Mr. Corcoran complained of Commissioner 
O'Farrell having found himself about £14,000 
short in his payments on home assistance, and 
having increased his estimates for nextyear by a 
large amount. He said that it was a terribly 
serious situation and the question, was how 
long the country could stand it. At the last 
meeting the County Council had to saddle 
the ratepayers with something like £40,000, 

The Chairman (Mr. D. L. O’Gorman) said 

that the resources of the people of the county 
and the Free State were becoming less, and 
they were faced with ruin. ‘There was 
absolutely no necessity for increased .expendi- 
tare. . 
Mr. M. A. Murphy said that it was most 
important that the Council should concentrate 
on the collection of the rates, and take steps 
to get them collected. 

It was agreed that no: further poundage 
should be paid to any rate collector who 
failed to elose his collection by the Slst of 
March.

CONSPIRACY CHARGE FAILS. 
After a hearing lasting two days, at Boyle 
District Court, the jury returned a verdict of 
not guilty in the case of Mrs. Letitia. 
O Beirne, Carrow, Elphin; Mrs. Agnes B. 
Kelly, Elphin, and Elizabeth Caulfield, Caldra, 
They were charged with conspiring together 
to defraud the Guardian Insurance Company, 
Limited, of £300, with profits, on foot of an 
endowment policy dated February 26th, 1924, 
on the life of Timothy Caulfield, Caldra, 
Elphin, aged 47 years, by falsely represent- 
ing that the Timothy Caulfield named in the 
insurance policy died on November 9th, 1925, 
aged 48 years, and that he had, by deed -of 
assignment, dated September 12th, 1924, 
assigned the benefit of the policy to Letitia 
O’Beirne, whereas Timothy Caulfield whose 
life was insured was then, and is now, alive; 
and that the Timothy Caulfield who died was 
an old age pensioner, aged about 80 yeras of 
age, and was not insured with the Guardian 

Company at all. | 


ALLEGED FORGERY. 

Mrs. Letitia O’Beirne was also charged 
with forging the deed of assignment, with 
uttering the assignment, with demanding 
£500 trom the company by virtue of the 
assignment. Mrs. Agnes B. Kelly was 
charged with forging a death certificate pur- 
porting to show that Timothy Caulfield, aged 
48 vears, died on Novembér 9th, 1925. The 
accused women were further charged jointly 
with uttering the alleged forged death certi- 
ficate. 

Mr. P. J. Neilan, State solicitor, said that 
since the proceedings in the court below it 
was discovered that Mrs. Kelly, who was an 
agent for the Prudential Assurance Company, 
had insured Timothy Caulfield, yet alive, im 
her own company for $500, and that policy 
was kept alive until the parties realised that 
“the Guards were on their trail’’ in the 
other case. That policy, although taken out 
on the life of the young man, had been 
assigned in favour of the widow of the old 
man. 


JUDGE'S REMARKS. 

Judge Wakely commented strongly on Mrs. 
O’ Beirne stating that old Caulfield might be 
28 years, and on Elizabeth Caulfield giving 
her father’s age at 48, although she knew that 
he was an old age pensioner, He pointed out 
that, as regards the Prudential policy, Mrs. 
Kelly said that it was young Timothy Caul- 
field that was insured, whereas Mrs. 0’ Beirne 
said that policy was assigned by old Caul- 
field to his widow. Why should that policy 
and assignment be sent to America to Angela 
Lowe, who had no interest in it? There was 
no charge about that; it might be another 
day's work. He asked why should old Caul- 


‘field, who had a wife and family to provide 


for, be so anxious to provide for his miece-in- 
law, Mrs. O’Beirne, as to assign the Guardian 
policy to her. 

. The Judge added that insurance entered 
into everything in this country. If the com- 
panies were treated as suggested they might 
stop insurance altogether, and that would be 
ruinous to business. 

The jury found as stated.
